Islam ‘is the basis of Ideology of Pakistan’ Islam is the 
axis of lives of the Muslims of South Asia. Their love with 
the religion as a Muslim and safety of religious identity 
became the base and moves of Pakistan Ideology. 


Following are the elements of the Pakistan Ideology. 
FAITH ON ISLAM AND BELIEF ON TAUHEED 
The base of Pakistan Ideology and separate Musli 


nationality is based on tauheed (oneness of Allah). Contrary to 
the western ideology the base of Muslim nationality is tauheed 
(Muslim creed) and not the country or race. A new nation came 
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in to being when first individual of India converted to be a 
Muslim. a 


2. ISLAMIC SYSTEM OF LIFE 


Islam is not only a religion but it is a complete code of 

, life which brings the solution of social; political and economic 

needs of human beings. Where the aim .of making Pakistan was 

the permanent solution of-economic, political and social 

problems of Muslims, their aim was: the establishment of 
moderate-and enlighten region society. 


3. ISLAMIC CONCEPT OF SOVEREIGNTY 


According to Islamic point of view, the fundamental aim 
of human life is the total subservience of ALLAH’s commands 
and the obedience of Holy Prophet (P.B.U.H). The position of 
human being in this world is of assistant (NAIB or CALIPH). 
The Muslim of Central Asia wanted such an Islamic democratic 
state where they can adopt the idea of sovereignty of ALLAH 
‘through elected representative. 


4. SOCIAL JUSTICE AND EQUALITY — 


According to teaching of Islam, no discrimination can be - 
made between persons in society on account of cast, race, 
colour and wealth. The only thing which distinguishes the 
person from other is guard fearing and purity of soul. 


Social justice and equality are the important elements of 
ideology of Pakistan. Before the creation of Pakistan, Muslim of 
Central Asia suffered from social injustice and inequality. They 
were .not only deprived from ali the rights but also faced 
economic and social backwardness under the colonial system. 


_ Being minority, they were deprived of their rights and 
kept: backward socially and economically. During that time not 
only the Muslims, but minorities and low caste Hindus were 
also treated unequally. That is why, that the important aim of 
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Pakistan ideology was to establish such a society where all sects: 
of people have equal rights. In the constitution of Pakistan 
equal rights without any discrimination of colour, race and 
religion have been guaranteed. 


5. ISLAMIC DEMOCRACY 


An Islamic state runs on democratic norms. But the 
concept of Islamic democracy is different from the. western 
democracy. According to the principles of Islamic democracy, 
only the capable, truthful, careful and pious persons have the 
right of public representative ness. The safety of nights of 
minorities is guaranteed. 


Mushms of Indo-Pak bus continent desired for their 
separate and autonomous state where they ¢an establish a 
system according to the Islamic principles of democracy. As a 
result of this struggle, Pakistan came into being, where the 
elected representatives are bound to use ruling powers within 
the defined limitations of ANah. Constitution of our country is 
the image of Islamic democratic society. 


Quaid-e- Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah while suaesas 
the Sibbi Darbar (Baluchistan) on 14” February, 1948, said “We 
must put foundation of our democracy on Islamic principles aud 
injunctions in true sense”. 


6. EQUAL RIGHTS OF MINORITIES 


Non -Muslims citizens of an. Islamic State have an equal 

' social status. with the Muslims citizens. They have the right of 

_ preserving their language, culture and place of worship. Quaid- 

-e-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah told in his speech delivered on 

= 11". of August, 1947 before the Constituent. assembly of 
Pakistan, 


“YOU ARE FREE, YOU ARE FREE TO GO TO YOUR. 
TEMPLES, MOSQUES AND OTHER PLACES OF WORSHIP IN 
THIS COUNTRY OF PAKISTAN. YOU MAY BELONG TO ANY 
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RELIGION, SECI OR FAITH; IT HAS NO CONCERN. WITH 
THE AFFAIRS OF THE STATE. WE ARE TAKING START FROM 
THE BASIC PRINCIPLES THAT WE ALL ‘ARE EQUAL. 
CITIZENS OF ONE COUNTRY”. 


Equal rights of non Muslim minorities are guaranteed in 
the constitution’ of Pakistan. Pakistani Hindus, Sikhs, 
Christians, Paresis and people of other religions are working 
together with the Pakistani Muslims for the development and 
stability of Pakistan. Some of them are serving ‘on high. 
government ranks including arméd forces and - other 
departments. Patriotism of these non-Muslim Pakistanis has 
been a sample and example.

tradition, aptitude and ambitions, we have our own outlook on 

life. By all canons of International law, Muslims are a different 
nation”. a é 


After the establishment of Pakistan, Quaid-e. Azam 
explained Pakistan ideology.and Pakistan Movement as:- 


“Our mission was the establishment of a state where we 
can live like free people in our own cultural set up necessary for 
the promotion of Social Justice and Islamic Ideology”. - 


ALLAMA IQBAL AND PAKISTAN IDEOLOGY 


In the beginning, like Sir Syed Ahmad Khan, Allama Iabal 
was also a great.supporter of Hindu Muslim unity.and united 
Indian Nationality. But in the light of later. coming events and 
conditions, he gave the concept of a separate homeland for the 
Muslims of Indo-Pak Sub-Continent. In his address of 1930 at 
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Allah Abad, he said “India is the 
palace of such human groups- who 
belong to different races, speak 
different languages and — follow 
different religioris. Principles of 
Western type of democracy. cannot 
be introduced in India. So the 
demand of Muslims for th 
establishment of a Muslim State in 
India is completely legitimate. 


In Allah Abad address, Allama 
Iqbal said about the concept of 
Muslim State: : !

MAKING OF PAKISTAN 


Q1: What do you know about Lahore resolution? What -is its 
important in Pakistan movement? 


“Ans: BACKGROUND: 


From the beginning of 20" century, Hindus and British’s 

_ came of front to abolish Muslims Identity and to deprive them 

’ from their due rights. In Nehru Report, the-Hindus totally went 

against the rights of the Muslims. In their ministries 1937, the 

’ Hindus crossed the limit of depriving the Muslims from their 

rights and their barbarian thought came on front. This gave a 

think to the Muslims and their leaders, that they should now 
present a demand for their separate home land. 


MUSLIM LEAGUE SESSION: 


The annual session of All India Muslim League was held 
in Lahore from 22" March to 24" March 1940, approximately . 
more than one lac- people were present. The Lahore resolution 
was introduced by Maulvi Fazle Haq from Bengal which was 
later on supported by many leaders from the different areas.

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AFTERWARDS: 


When Lahore resolution was passed, Quaid-e-Azam tried 
to unite the Muslims of indo Pak subcontinent on one plate 
form. He visited different parts of India and informed Muslims 
about wrong policies of Indian National Congress, due te which 
the Muslims identity will be in congress. He tried his best to get 
the support of Muslim leaders from other parties on the 
demand of separate homeland for Muslims. As a result a speciai 
group of Deoband scholars under the leadership of Shabir 
Ahamd Usmani gave hands to 
Quaid-e-Azam. Due to the political 
insight of Quaid-e-Azam Muslim 
leaders of Bengal and Punjab 
from other parties joined Muslim 
league. ,

MUSLIM LEAGUE REACTION: 


Quaid-e-Azam indicated towards certain flaws in formula 

_ and pointed out the ambiguities. He told that if Acharia is ready 

to accept “Pakistan” then why he is reluctant to accept Lahore 
resolution. — : 
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GANDHI JINNAH TALKS (1944) 


In the light. of CR. 
Formula, talks were held 
between Quaid-e-Azam and 
Gandhi in September, 1944 at 
the Quaid’s residence. In 
-addition to the meetings twenty 
one letters were also exchanged 
but no agreement was made. 

. Gandhi participated in these 
talks in. personal capacity and 
not as a representative of the 
Congress -of Hindus which was 
‘not free of doubts for Quaid-e- 
Azam. In these talks Gandhi 
once again refused the’ Muslim 
separate nationality, Gandhi ce Pee 
took the stand that in a time in Gandhi & Raj Gopal Acharya 
history if a great number of during Gandhi Jinnah talks 
Indian changed their religion, 2 - 
they became Muslims but their nationality did not change. They 
are people of the same nationality. In response Quaid-e-Azam 
strongly defended the separate nationality of the Muslims. He 
said that the Indian Muslims are separate nation having their 
own culture and civilization. language, literature, art and 
architecture, values, code of conduct, laws, history, customs and 
‘traditions. Gandhi also insisted on the withdrawal of 3" power, 
the-British from India and the mutual differences will ne solved 
later on. 


_ Quaid-e-Azam argued that internal problems of Hindus 
and Muslims should be-solved first then the British will leave 
India easily. Otherwise the Mulsims will come under the 
permanent domination of Hindu majority in India. These 
negotiations remained unsuccessful! due to the - different 
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viewpoints of both the leaders but proved very important for 
Quaid-e-Azam and the Muslim League. This was the first time 
that Mr. Gandhi was brought to negotiate about the partition of 
India. Due to these talks, Quaid: e-Azam removed many ‘doubts 
regarding Pakistani. 


Q3: -What is the cabinet mission plan? What are its ‘aims & 
objectives? 


Ans: CABINET MISSION PLAN 1946 


: Cabinct Mission is an important turning point in the . 
freedom Movement of Muslims of Indo Pak. Sub-continent. 
After the failure of: Cripps Mission, the British Government 
sent a Mission of three members of British Cabinet to search 
about the possible solution of the Indian problems. Mission on 
arrival at India met with the leaders including Maulana Abdul 
Kalam Azad-and Gandhi from Congress and Quaid-e-Azam from 
Muslim League. Quaid-e-Azam representing Muslims-insisted 
on the establishment of Pakistan while Congress insisted on 
United India. The Cabinet Mission during discussion .where 
convinced upon the causes ef separation from Hindus and 
opposed the idea of Pakistan on the basis that it is impossible in 
practice. Several sessions of discussion were held between 
Muslim League, Congress and Members of British cabinet but 
the parties could not agree upon any formula. Therefore, at the 
end, the cabinet Mission submitted the proposals on. 16" May, 

. + 1946. These proposals can be divided into two parts, one the 

 . short term and second the long term proposals. According to 
the short term proposals the party which -will accept these 
proposals will be invited to be included in the interim 
Government. As per long term proposals, it was mentioned that 
all provinces of India will be divided into three groups. 


Group (A) included the Hindu Majority provinces i.e. 
U-P., Madras, Bombay, United Provinces, Uresa and Bihar. 
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Group (B) included the Mus im Majority Provinces i.e. 
Punjab, Khyber Pakhtunkhwa, Baluchistan. and Sindh. ‘ 


Group (C) also included the Muslim Majority provinces of 
Asam and Bengal. 


There will be a central executive consist of all the groups 
having defense, communication and finance departments. 
Important thing in these proposals was that if a Province desire 
separation from any group after ten years will have the right of 
separation: 


The Cabinet Mission's proposals were ee by Quaid- 
eAzam and the Muslim League; after showing some 
observations. Though the claim for Pakistan was not accepted 
in these proposals but there was an ambiguous type concept of 
making of Pakistan that the Province could be separated from 
the centre after ten years. Congress was very happy with the 
point that the cabinet Mission had rejected the demand for 
partition of India. However regarding consent of provinces in 
formation of group and limitation of powers of legislative 
Assembly, Gandhi and other Hindu leaders gave such 
statements which put the Quaid-e-Azam and. other leader of 
Muslim League into doubts. 


After becoming president of the Congress on 10" July, 
1946, Jawahir Lal Nehru gave a statement in Bombay that when 
Congress will join the constituent Assembly, she will be totally 
free from clutches of the agreements and whatever the 
condition may be, the congress will be free to settle it. Nehru 
further stated that the Congress feels free to make change in 
the cabinet Mission plan. This statement of Nehru compelled 
Quaid-e-Azam and Muslim League to reconsider the decision of 
acceptance of cabinet Mission plan. They were worried that the 
Congress will amend the constitution due to its majority in 
Assembly and the concept of Pakistan could be finished in the 
long term plan Quaid-e-Azam and Muslim League took strong 
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notice of this unwise statement of Nehru and protested 
severely before the British Government..On the other hand 
‘Muslim League called the meeting of Muslim League Council 
on 29 July 1946, wherein a resolution was placed to withdraw 
the approval of her cabinet Mission plan. The resolution was 
passed unanimously. ; 


On the appeal of Quaid-e-Azam “Yaum-e-Rast igdam” was 

- observed on 16™ August, 1946.. Muslim League appealed the 

Muslims to protest against the wrong policies of the 

Government, and in favour of clain for Pakistan. For the first 

time in history of Muslim League, this was the huge protest 

against the British Government. Thousands of workers were 
arrested and sent to jail. : 


Q4: What is the 3" June plan? How according to this plan, 
partition of. India and establishment of Pakistan took 
place? 


Ans: The British Prime Minister 
declared in February 1946, 
that Britain will give 
government of India to the 
Indian before June 1948 with 
this declaration; Viceroy 
Lord Wavell was replaced by 
Lord .

A meeting of the Muslim League Council was held in 
Delhi on 10" June, 1947, wherein decided that though they are 
not in favour of division of Bengal and Punjab but to accept the 
3" June plan as a whole for the sake of transfer of power. ° 


India National Congress Committee Session was held on 
14" June, 1947, where in 3% June plan was accepted unhappily 
but this was also told that “Geography, Mountains and thé sea 
determine India. No human power can change it. Congress 
Committee believe. that when the current hatred would 
diminish, then the people will-be seen in its true picture and all 
of the Congress Committee reveals that they accepted the 
Indian-Partition plan in compulsion. 


PARTITION OF INDIA & ESTABLISHMENT OF PAKISTAN 


According to the 3" June, plan the Provinces of Punjab 

“and Bengal were decided to be divided. For this purpose a 
British lawyer, Radcliff was appointed as Chairman 
unanimously to demarcate boundaries. In case of disagreement 
last’ decision was to be given by Radcliff. Several sessions of. 
both the Group of Boundary Commission i.e, Bengal and Punjab 
were held but representatives of congress and Muslim league. 
could not agree on any point. On 17" August, 1947, Radcliff 
award was declared which gave some Muslim majority areas, for 
example distinct Gordaspur to India. Non Muslims were in 
majority in only one Tehsil Pathankot of District Gordaspur. In 
those areas the Head works to irrigate Pakistan were given to 
India which later on created the canal water dispute. Like wise 
Calcutta the capital of Bengal was given to India and demand of 
the Muslim league was to hold referendum in Calcutta because 
Muslim league expected the poor and destitute Hindus will also 
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vote in favour of Pakistan along with Muslim minority. But 
British did not agree with this demand of Muslim league. Thus 
Calcutta the place of great economic sources went to India. 


This award shows that some leading Government Officer 
played vital role to damage Pakistan and to favour congress. In 
spite of all these injustices Quaid-e-Azam shown statesmanship 
and told “Based on injustice, this award cannot be called 
constitutional. This award reflects the bad intention. Here 
political decisions are made instead of constitutional but as a 
prestigious nation we are bound of this award”. 


According to the 3™ June 1947, alia Muslim majority of 
eastern Bengal and western Punjab voted in favour of Pakistan. 
Constituent Assembly of Sind, Shahi Jirga of Baluchistan and 
members of Municipal Committee Quetta and people of K.P.K 
decided to join Pakistan through referendum. Quaid-e-Azam 
Muhammad Ali Jinnah came to Karachi on 7 August 1947. He 
was elected as president of Assembly in the session of first 
constituent Assembly of Pakistan on 1] the August, 1947. After 
three days Lord -Mount Batten addressed the legislative 
assembly and thus Pakistan came into being on 14" August 1947 - 
and Quaid-e-Azam was appointed as the first Governor General 
of Pakistan.

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ECONOMIC SYSTEM 


Before British imperialists, India-carried on Trade with 
other countries of the world and'so many things were also 
exported. During this whole period India never faced any 
shortage but British imperialists, in organized manner brought 
here such changes in economy. For example heavy taxes were 
levied that finished the exports of India and became a country 
of imports to the extent that imports of food items also started. 
The British did not encourage here the industrial development 
like Canada and Australia. Only raw materials were exported 
from India. and English manufactures were imported. The 
feudal system was left as it was, through which on one side 
industrial ‘society could not come into being and on the other 
hand in the affairs of the Government, a special group was 
ruling instead of involving the common people. - 


RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 


One of the distinctive features of the British.imperialism - 
is her created racial discrimination. During the English rule, in 
the Indian society the relation of English péoples and local 
peoples remained of the ruler and the subject. British had never 
been a part of Indian society. Social activities .of British 
remained separdte. Separate parks, clubs and hotels were 
established for them where entry of the Indian was prohibited. 
This racial discrimination created in the society badly affected 
the psychology of Indians. 


The changes brought into being in. education, economy, 
politics and way of living by the British, compiled negative 
effects on the people here. Inspite the freedom, some of those

~ Ans: Pakistan is situated in the subtropical region above the 
equator. Only southern winds become the cause of rain in some 
regions.at the end of summer and winter accordingly while the 
northern and western mountains decrease the intensity of cold 
wind coming from the nore in winter. The climate of Pakistan 
is hot and dry. . 


Sea coast, monsoon, western winds and high mountains 
bring variation in this dry and ‘hot climate. Pakistan can be 
divided into eight regions on the basis of clirnate. 


i) Highlands 


Here the temperature is low Because of.the high altitude. 
In winter there is heavy rainfall and snowfall. The weather is 
extremely, cold in winter. In summer the weather is pleasant 
whereas. the rainfall is low due to non availability of monsoon 
winds. This region contains Northern areas and parts of Khyber 
‘Pakhtunkhwa Province. 


- ii) Humid MonitGiians Region 


These are the areas of low altitude mountains, where - 
heavy rainfall due to monsoon and western winds.

Ans: NATURAL VEGETATION OF PAKSITAN: 
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Natural vegetations are the vital part of our environment. 
Forests are those natural vegetations which have covered a 
large part of the land. Currently in Pakistan only 4.8% of the 
land is covered with forests. 


The forests found in Pakistan are of the following types. 
1) High land forests 
2) - ‘Coniferous forests 
3) The Riverian or Bela forests 
4) Coastal forests 

-5) Artificial forests 

6) Dry shrubs forests 

1:. - HIGH LAND FORESTS: 


These forests are found in Northern areas, Chitral, Dir,. 
Kohistan and Galliyat etc: These are evergreen forests. Deudar 
and Pine Trees are found here. These trees are ud for 
furniture and building purpose. 


2: CONIFEROUS FORESTS: 


: - These forests are found in the northern’ areas of 
Pakistan. These are. found in Abbottabad, Mansehra_ and 
’ Murree. Besides, these forests are also seen in the highlands of . 


Quetta dnd Qalat Division in Baluchistan. These forests are. 


evergreen and. grow in low temperature. The Coniferous, 
Deudar and Pind trees are ‘important. Moreover, it plays an 
important role in keeping the environment clean, prevents soil” 
erosion and attracts tourists. These are used as timber and for | 
making furniture. 


3: THE RIVERAIN OR BELAF ORESTS: 


Such forests are found along the banks of Indus River 
and its tributaries. The main verities include Shisham and 
Babul trees. It provide very fine and hard wood for furniture. 
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4: COASTAL FORESTS: 


These forests are found on the Delta of river Indus and 
river Hub. Trees in these forests are of small size. These trees 
can also survive in salty water. Height ‘of these trees is about 3 
meters and sometimes it rises up to 6 meters. People living in 
coastal areas use its wood as timber. 


Bs ARTIFICAL FORESTS: 


These are planted forests. Most of the species such as 
Shisham, Acacia and eucalyptus. are grown for different 
purposes.

Plain areas are very important for so many reasons, the 
slope of plain areas is low therefore, plain areas are very 
‘important for agriculture. Besides availability of water, 
transport, means of communication and other facilities, the 
plain areas are thickly populated. The Indus plain is the most 
productive area of Pakistan. Different features of the Indus 
plain and rivers basins play. important role in the expansion of 
‘population. The area between the two rivers (Doab) is best for 
cultivation, 80% of the cultivable area of Pakistan is situated, 
here. Cotton, Wheat, Rice and Sugar can are important crops of 
Indus plain. Canal irrigation system is helpful in cultivation. 
Means of transport and communication in the area are easily 
available. Therefore, the big cities of Pakistan like, Lahore, 
Faisalabad, Gujranwala, Sukkur and Hyderabad are founded 
here..Many big industries. like textiles and sugar industry etc 
are in this region. This.is densely populated region of Pakistan.

Because of very gentle slope, 
Marshy areas are also found here‘ e.g. Ran kuch area. The 
coastal. areas of southern Sind including Karachi are thickly 
populated as compared to thie coast of Makran because Karachi 
is an important port. Karachi is a great centre of trade and 
indistry i in Pakistan. Main occupation of the people of coastal 
areas is fishing, besides trade. 


4 DRY AND SEMI DRY MOUNTAINOUS REGION: 


The extreme north and south west mountainous areas of 
Pakistan are the areas of very low rain fall. This is the driest 
region of Pakistan. Winters are severe and summers are mild. 
Due to sever cold in wihter,- cultivation is not possible and 
people are mostly busy in handicrafts e.g. carpet viewing. This is — 
the region of low population ‘and due to severe cold,- people 

. migrate towards plains in ‘winter. Main occupation of the people~ 
is cattle rearing. Apple, grapes, peaches and dry fruits are the 
- main agriculture products of this region. 


5. HUMID AND SUB HUMID MOUNTAINOUS REGION: 


This region include shiwalik, Pir Punjal, Hindu Kush and 
some parts of Koh-e-sufaid, Muree, Swat, Abbottabad and 
Parachinar are located in this region. Due to the heavy rains foll 
on mountains, there -aré evergreen forests on the slopes of 
these mountains. These forests are the shelters for wild life and 
birds as well as keep the environment clean. Due to sliding.on 
roads and heavy snow fall in winter transportation is difficult. 
Therefore, the inhabitants here are facing economic problems. ©

Q5: Discuss the environmental problems of Pakistan: 
_ Ans: ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS OF PAKISTAN 


Natural environment of Pakistan is a blessing of God but 
some of the human activities endangered the natural 
environment which is turn creatinig so many problems for ‘us. 
Some of the major environmental problems are discussed - 
below:- 


Ll Problem of Water logging and salinity: 


Our canals are of raw type and water is flowing there 
throughout the year due to which the underground water levels 
become high. When underground water level become so high 
that it comes on the surface of the earth, it.is called water 
logging. Such land is not cultivable. The underground Salts. also 
come up with the underground water to the surface: The water 
evaporates and the salts remain on surface. This is called 
salinity. Due to this.cultivation is not possible and the land 
change into waste. 


A vast area of land in Pakistan has been destroyed by 
water logging and salinity. The area affected by water logging 
and salinity is a great cause of low production. In order to solve 
the problem of water logging and salinity it ] necessary that the 
canals should be cemented, Tube wells should be installed. 

. Standing water over the earth. surface and high level of 
underground water must be controlled by proper sewerage 
system. Such trees should be planted which have the capacity to 
absorb salts from soil along with water. For example the 
eucalyptus. Steps should be taken by the government over come

2: Deforestation: 
Forests play a key role in the economy of a country. In 
_ Pakistan, forests are only on 4.8% of the total area. Forests have 
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many advantages, wood for building:and fuel is obtained from 
forests. It provides fodder for the cattle and raw material for 
industries. Medicinal herbs are obtained from forests. It makes 
the environment pleasant and cause more rain. Inspite of all 
these advantages, deforestation is very rapid. Following are the 
-causes of deforestation in Pakistan. 


1: Food for growing population and increase in demand for 
other crops in the main cause -of deforestation. Forests 
are removed and the land is being used for agriculture. 


2: Cities are expanding due to increase in urban population; 
. therefore, forests are removed: to clear the land for urbart- 
population. 
3: Due to industrial cevneaeat: the need for transport 


"and roads are also increased. Many roads are. being 
constructed by cutting the trees. 


4: Mereiless cutting of trees and use as timber and fuel. 


5: Forests are “utilized: as grazing grounds | which bring 
decrease in it. : oa 


The area under forest in Pakistan is decreasing- annually 
which not only badly affects the human being but the 
environment also. 


The following steps aisule: be taken to stop the 
deforestation. . 


i) The areas from where the forests have been removed 
should be ‘planted with those-trees which have speedy 
; growth. 


ii) Low standard wood forest should be planted to be used 
_for fuel purposed. This can prevent the high standard 
forests from burning. 
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Awareness shoul: e created in people "Tegar ing 


importance of forests. 
iv) Rules regarding forests should be imposed strictly: 


v) Trees should be planted in urban areas on the road sides 
and on the unoccupied places. : 


vi) Fruit Trees should be planted 6n the slopes of the hills 
that those provide fruits for the: ‘people and the people 
themselves would protect thosé trees. 


DESERTIFICATION (Changing of fertile land into desert) 


Due to low rain fall in Pakistan, most of the land is dry 


having Arid and semi Arid features. When the vegetations are . © 


completely vanished from semi dry or sub humid fertile land, 
then the land become barren which cannot be made cultivable 
easily again. This process is called changing of fertile land into 
desert or desertification. There are two causes of 
desertification. 


-h Environmental factors (No rain fall for a long ine and 
soil erosion by wind & water). : : 


2: Human interference (Over grazing and soil pollution). 


Different steps can be taken to prevent the. ape of 
- deserts. These are:- 


i) Preventing over grazing. 
ii) Prevent the soil pollution. 


iii) | Keeping away the industrial wastes from the cultivable 
land and plantation of shrubs adjacent to it, so that the 
sand of desert could not reach to the cultivable area.

HISTORY OF PAKISTAN 


Q1: What do you know about the initial proms of 
Pakistan? 


Ans: Just after the formation, Pakistan faced different 
administrative, political, economic and social problem. 
The problems were long listed but this new established 
country faced hardships in the. achievement of her aims 
due to the following important issues. 


1: State and the Administrative Problems. 


Hindu ‘Muslim riots were stated in the different parts of. 
India with the establishment of Pakistan due to which people - 
from all walks of life faced confusion. 


As a result of these disorders, great number of Muslims 
migrated from Indian. territories to Pakistan, where lacks of 
Hindus and Sikhs migrated to Indian. Such huge shifting of 
population created many problems for. Pakistani Government. 
Because most of the clerks, officers, doctors, teachers and 
-experts of other departments were migrated to India. The 

‘country faced deficiency of technical people in different walks 
of life and this was not an easy job for Government to overcome 
the deficiency. Karachi was designated as the capital of 
Pakistan. Due. to non ‘availability of Government buildings, 
offices of the federal Government were set up. in military 
ibarracks. Necessary equipment. and office record was. ‘not 
available for running these offices. 


a) Division of assets: 


According to the division of assets by British Government 
between Pakistan and India, Rs. 75 crore came as the share of 
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Pakistan. But unluckily only Rs. 
initially besides military assets and office record ett was due to 
be shifted from India to Pakistan. But Pakistan was deprived of 
her full assets due to the negative attitude of Indian 
Government. Because of ‘these things the Government of that 
._ time was perplexed. : 


b) - Water Problem: 


An important issue for the new state was that of 1* April 
1948, when Indian Government closed the head works of 
Pakistan canals without any. prior information which destroyed 
corps in Punjab. Supply of water was restored after interim 
agreement but for Pakistan approached the United Nations for 
the permanent solution and at last with the help of World Bank, 
the Indus Basin treaty was brought'between the two countries 
in 1960. as per agreement the eastern rivers i.e. Sutlej, Bias and 
-Ravi came into the share of India while three western rivers i.e. 
Chenab,: Jehlum and Indus were given to Pakistan. The canal 
water dispute was solved enough with this agreement. “ 


¢) Constitution Making: 


After the : 
establishment of Pakistan, Mahatma Gandhi 
the most. important issue 
was constitution making| for 
the new country because 
constitution is the sum of 
those laws, rules and 
regulations through which 
administration of. the state f ‘~ 
and business of -the | Full name was Mohan Das Karam 
‘| Chand Ghandi. Bom in 2% October 
_ 1869; and died in 30 January 1948. 


- Government is running and - 
rights and duties of ‘the 
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citizens are determined. In absence of the constitution, system 
of the state cannot run for much time. Therefore, after the 
establishment of Pakistan the British Government of India act 
1935 and act of 1947 with certain amendments was adopted in 
the country as an interim constitution and making of new 
constitution was entrusted to the constituent assembly. First 

- session of the constituent of Pakistan: was held in Karachi .on 
41" August 1947, under the President ship of Jugindher Nath 
Mandal. 


This constituent assembly was consisted of the members 
elected in 1946 election. This assembly elected Quaid-e-Azam as 
its president unanimously. According to the independence act 
1947, the constituent assembly had two responsibilities. 


1: Setting up a constitution for the country. 
2:- Legislation as a federal legislature. 


Quaid-e-Azam gave an outline for constitution making in 
his speech on 11" August 1947. He in his address told to avoid 
the curse of influence, nepotism, .

about 0.5 million Muslims were either assassinated on the way 
or kidnapped.

268000 non Muslims migrated from K.P.K to India which 
only 20000 refugees migrated.from India rehabilitated on K-P.K, 
therefore, the population; of Pakistan increased by 1000000 
persons with the ‘arrival of refugees.

Provision of food, residence medical aid and job etc all were 
necessary to these people. 


_ The Government in spite of

Pakistan was. worried for the defense of her boundaries 
from the very first day. Because there was not only the distance 
of 1600 km between east and west Pakistan but there was India 
between the two. parts. Pakistan was not in good relations with 
India due different causes. Besides, Pakistan was not strong 
‘economically and militarily. Modern weapons airplanes and 
marine planes and other was equipment with Pakistan were 
equal to none and the new Government was in’ constant 
struggle to strengthen the country defense as possible. 
4: Economic Problems: ° ; 

The new Government of Pakistan had ‘to provide the 
economic stability to the people along with the completion of a 
political sketch. The areas given to Pakistan in partition were 
backward ih agriculture except some districts: 


There was. lack of Industries in these areas. Political 
crises and arrival of the refugees further disturbed the 
situation. But.Government with great responsibility controlled 

_ the critical economic conditions and gave the country stability. 


Q2: ' Discuss the causes of the enforcement of Martial law? 
Ans: Causes of Promulgation of Martial Law in Pakistan: « 


: Martial Law was promulgated in Pakistan on 7 October 
1958 due to the following causes. 


‘1- Worst Economic condition of the country. 


Political stability is necessary for economic stability of the 
country which’ was becoming bad in’ the country day by day. 
Pakistan is an agricultural country was the” high_c claim of 
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Government but even food items were also importing which on 
the one side was very costly and on the other side there were 
draw backs in the process of distribution, worries were found in 
the people due to this. Besides smuggling, black marketing and - 
hoarding were also at the peak. Smuggling in the country had 
adopted the shape of business while smugglers were ‘supported 
by effective people. Karachi was the then capital of Pakistan 
where every kind of corruption was at the peak. : 


2. Political Disorder 


Right from the time when Pakistan came into being peoplé 
together with political leaders made efforts to move the country 
towards development but up to 1957 political conditions of the 
country had been much deteriorated and the position of 
political -differences was that different ministries. of the 
Government were not functioning satisfactorily. Prime 
Ministers in the country were changing every day and the rulers 
were postponing election in ‘the country for their own interest. 
Muslim league the founding party of Pakistan faced defeat in 
the election of 1954 in. East Pakistan. Instead of people the 
Pakistan Republican Party formed with ‘the blessing of Iskander 
Mirza was. active in struggle for power. There was nominal 
parliamentary system in the country but the prime minister 
had no status. Politicians were” exploiting the poor people by 
verbal claims of Islam and democracy. This state.of affairs was 
creating the condition of tension in both parts east and west 
Pakistan. And at last the . result of. such political 
Eis a aee meat came in the shape of martial law. 


3. “Worst Trade Conditions: 


"Like political and econemic. conditions trade condition 
was also hopeless enough. Profiteering and adulteration in food 
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stuff had been common. Demand for our goods . and raw 
materials in the world market was near to finishing and the 
ruling class ‘did not take any steps for its improvement. 
Pakistan currency was devalued and for the completion of all 
developmental projects Pakistan remained dependant on 
western countries, In addition industrial development was in 
very slow motion. Strikes; lockouts and industrial conflicts were’ 
the daily routine matters. As a result the people become 
distrustful from the rulers. : : 


4. Social Defects: 


_ The effect of political and economic mismanagement in 
the country was creating sharply the filings of strangeness. 
Provincial prejudice was enhancing. Distance between the both 
ports of the country further spread over, Therefore the ‘people 
wished for a solid change which may cause for the democracy, 
equality, economic and social happiness of the people. 


5. Miscellaneous Problems: 


Along with the weaknesses in political institutions in the 
country the sense of responsibility was mission .in the 
politician’s role and bureaucracy. They preferred their own 
interests on the national and public interests. Besides, the role 
.of the important pillar of the Government i.e. Judiciary was also 
not. commendable. In addition the pending problems of the 
country for example the rehabilitation of refugees, canal water 

‘dispute and the Kashmir issue remained unsolved and no one 
tried for their solution. In these circumstances, Iskander Mirza 
abolished the constitution and promulgated martial law. in the 
country which badly shocked the democratic process. 
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Q3: Those light on the constitution of 1956 and 1962 and 
compare their main points? 
Ans: CONSTITUTION OF 1956 


The constituent assembly accelerated: the process of 
constitution making under the guidance of new Prime Minister 
Chaudhri Muhammad Ali, at last the first constitution of the 
country was enforced on 23" March 1956. - 


SALIENT FEATURES OF THE CONSTITUTION OF 1956 


Following are the important points of the constitution of 


1956: 


1. The name of the country will be “Islamic Republic of 
Pakistan” according to the constitution the head of the 
‘state will necessarily pe a Muslim. 


eae Constitution conferred equal basic rights to all citizens. 
; These rights ‘include ight of safety of life and property, 
freedom to write and speak, freedom of gathering and 

right to serve. / 


All the adult citizens were given the right to vote. 


In the constitution there was a provision of 
establishment of National Economic council and National 
Commission. Federal and Provincial Governments were 
given representation in these two institutions. 


5. The constitution established a federal system of

Provinces was given) In addition such a list was given on 
which both centre and provinces could make legislation.

' CONSTITUTION OF 1962 


President Ayub Khan formed’ as Constitutional 
Commission under the leadership of Justice Shahab-ud-Din. 
This commission kept in mind past and present of the country 
and submitted different constitutional recommendations to the 

- Government in 1961 but interesting is that Majority of the 
recommendations of this commission were not acceptable to 
president Ayub Khan himself, therefore, he framed another 
constitutional committee. The framed constitution of that 
committee was imposed by Ayub Khan through an ordinance on 
1 March, 1962: In this way second constitution was enforced in 
the country after the interim period eo three years and nine 

“month. 


SALIENT FEATURES OF CONSTITUTION OF 1962 
Following are the salient features of 1962 Constitution. 

° The state was named “The Republic of Pakistan” in the 

original text of the constitution, but later on it was 

amended. as “thé Islamic Republic of Pakistan” on the 
strong protest of the Assembly members. 

fa) ‘The original constitution did not contain ‘a list of 
fundamental rights but later a list of fundamental rights 
was included in the constitution. . 


“9° *'No law will be made repugnant to Islam and head of the 
State will be a MuSlim.

Q4: What do you know about the government and reforms of 
General Ayub Khan? : ; 


' Ans: REFORMS OF THE AYUB KHAN REGIME 


Ayub Khan while taken over ‘the chargé of Government 
announced reforms for the development and prosperity of the 
country. Main referents were the following: 


lL “Agricultural Reforms; . 
2. Economic Reforms. 
1. Agricultural Reforms. — 


Since Pakistan is jbasically an agricultural country. 
Therefore the new Gevernment formed a commission on 31* 
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‘October 1958 which gave a enact to the Government on the 
solution of agricultural problems and its improvement in 
January 1959. The Government acted upon at once and the 
following reforms were imposed. 


i)” Government finished all the feuds: 


ii) Limit of possess on for any. person was detrained as 500 
acres canal irrigated and 1000 acres raw irrigated land. In 
addition the farmer can kept with him safe 150 acres for 
gardens. 


iii) Right of the peasants was safe guarded. Forced laSour 
. from the tillers was strongly prohibited. 


iv) The area of land with the farmer beyond limit was taken . 
into custody by the Government and they were given in 
return the government Bonds. 


v) ‘In land consolidation the revolutionary steps were also : 
taken small pieces of land were consolidated and made. 
able for the modern cultivation. 


Though there were some defects in the land reforms of 
Government but for the time being the agricultural reform 
brought improvement in the economy of the peasants and the. 
poor class were admitted. Farmers and peasants were given- 
tube wells and tractors on easy loans. These steps were named 
by the Government Ayub Khan government as green sevolunen: 


2. The Economic Reforms 


Ayub Khan took such initiatives for the economic 
.development in Pakistan that in some circles the decade of 
1960 was called the decade of development. For the installation 
of new industries the Government adopted a comprehensive 
plan. Not only the dead industries were redevelaped, but new 

. industries were installed also. During this period the economic 
development can be estimated -from the .second five year 
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developmenta} plan. As a result of reforms ee Ayub Khan the 
Hexclopmienel in the country is as. 


1) National income increased by 30 perce: 
ii) Exports increased by seven percent annually. 
ii) Industrial sector progressed by more than 40 percent. 


iv) In the agriculture sector development was more than 15 
percent. During that period the indigenous industries 
were insisted to use of more local raw materials so that 
forcing exchange could be save. 


Pakistan industrial development corporation: 


Pakistan industrial! development corporation (PIDC) was 
established in 1949 but in order to make it more dynamic two 
parts were made of it so new conditions improve more. During 
that time work was started on big dams for example Mangla 
dam and Turbela Dam etc. government took many initiatives to 
develop the cottage industries so that in addition to the urban 
areas the rural areas may not behind i in development race. 


, Q5: Discuss the main points of Muslim family law ordinance 
and system of Basic Democracies? 


Ans: Muslim Family Law Ordinance: 


One of the important initiatives and reforms during the 
Ayub Khan’s regime was the Muslim Family Law Ordinance. It 
was enforced in the shape of an ordinance in.1961. its main 
points are the following:- 


1: Entry of Marriage was made compulsory ‘in oe 
Council. 
2: Willingness of the first wife was necessary for “second 


marriage for any male. 
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Traditional method of divorce of three times toget! er 
was abandoned in the law for divorce and it was given : a 
legal shape. ° 


A Arbitration Councils were established at the Guiok 
é Council level with the following functions:- 


a) To make Patch-up between wife and husband in case of 
divorce. 


. bd Man may be given pneaan of second marriage when 
consent of first wife is taken and he can support her. 


©) To determine the responsibility of supporting the wife 
and children. 


d) Females were provided more legal safety with this 
ordinance. 


e) Imam and Khateeb were appointed as Registrar for entry 
of marriage in the Union Council. 


Where this drdinance was welcomed, there some people 
criticized it also. 


System of Basic democracies: 


General Muhammad Ayub -Khan_ thought that * 

parliamentary system of democracy remained unsuccessful to 

- solve the problems of the people of Pakistan, solution of 
difficulties, development of the country and political stability. 
In his opinion parliamentary system of democracy was not 
suitable for the countries like Pakistan because on. one side 
there was lack of political awareness and on the other side 
there was poverty, ignorance and illiteracy. 


Ayub‘ Khan enforced the Basic Democracies. System in 
Qctober, 1959 to introduce a new Political System ‘in the 
country. This was such a system of Local Government, which 
started from downward and went upward. It had four stages i.e: 
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Union Council, Thana / Tehsil Council, District Council, 
Divisional and Provincial Council. . é 


The main aims of this system of the following. - 


l.. To provide: opportunities for development at local or. 
basic level. . 


2 To provide Training to the public representatives by all 
the relevant Officers together with Bureaucracy. 


3. -To make agree all Public representatives and relevant. 
offices to work together. 


According to this system, on the lower level, in urban or 
.Tural areas where population consists of 1000- people, they can 
elect their representatives of a Union Council. Union Council 
. was struggling for the development of area, development of 
Agriculture and rule of law. Union Gouncil used to receive local 
Tax on certain goods but the activitiés and procedure of election 
was criticized due to the reason that all the works of procedure 
. of election was criticized due to the reason that all the works of 
Union Council was controlled by the Deputy Commissioner and 
all the representatives of the Union council were indebted to 
those decisions, great benefit of this system was that thé public 
representative were aware of their problems at the local level 
and. opportunities were available for the solution of problems. 
The interesting thing was that the Basic Democracies members, 
who were 80000 in number later on increased: to 120000, were . 
not only used at the basic level but in 1960, the Union Council 
representative elected Ayub Khan as a President of Pakistan. 
And later on under the constitution of 1962, all the B.D. 
Members adopted the status of an Electoral College and thus 
the BD Members used to elect President and. members of 
National and Provincial’ Assemblies. This election procedure 
was greatly criticized because the ‘members of National and 
Provincial Assemblies elected in this manner cannot be called 
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the actual public representatives aS ii was easy to put “official 
pressure on 80000 members. Government’ used the BD 
members for the personal aims without any. doubt and 
resultantly the BD- Scheme could not become a democratic 
system. Instead of political training of people at the lower level 
and social reform, this system became a cause of further 
tension. Educated and intellectuals considered this system as a 
source of keeping in power the ruling party i.e. Convention. 
Muslim League or Ayub Khan by legal or illegal method 
therefore the people disliked this system and hence with the 
decline of inh Khan, this en was abolished. 


Q 6: What are the Causes of the fall of East Pakistan? 
Ans: CAUSES OF THE FALL OF EAST PAKISTAN 


Separation of East Pakistan was not only a great tragedy 
for Pakistan, but was a moment of sorrow for the Muslims all 
over the world. This tragic incident took place on 16 December 
1971, when East Pakistan became Bangladesh. Follows were 
the causes of this tragedy: : 


* _ Problem of Geographical Location: 


Unluckily both parts:of Pakistan were at a distance of 
1600 km and India was in between the two. This physical 
distance was not only creating many difficulties in defense of 
both the parts but problem of the means of transport were also 
creating. 


. Language Issue: | , 


After the establishment of. Pakistan, only .Urdu -was 
adopted as National language, but majority of the East ~ 
Pakistanis loved their language and literature, used to speak -. 
Bengali. After independence when central government declared 
only Urdu as national language of Pakistan, the people in East 
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Pakistan demonstrated and launched a movement in favour of 
Bengali. At last under compulsion, the central government 
declared. both Urdu and Bengali as national languages but now 

. the time had passed. The people of East Pakistan disliked the 
West Pakistanis and the issue of language reached the Bengali 
nationalism. - 


. Deviation from Democratic Values 


New constitution was preparéd in a long period of 9 years 
in Pakistan due to which different pillars of the government 
opposed which other. Hardly a constitution was prepared in 
1956, but the same was abolished after some time and a never 
ending military dictatorship was. becoming strong in the 
country. Awami league, the winning party ‘of 1970 election was 
deprived of the power by one pretext.or another. The result was . 
the separation of East Pakistan. 


e Economic Disparity: 


Pakistan was not economically stable as a whole: from the 
very first day of independence but especially the ratio of 
poverty in East Pakistan was very high due to different causes. . 
Bengalis were of the opinion that their economic backwardness . 
will be finished with the establishment of Pakistan. but their 
dreams remained incomplete. Besides, there was displeasure . 
due to the undemocratic attitude of the politicians of West 
Pakistan. : 


At last the six point formula of Sheikh Mujib-ur-Rehman 
became very popular among the people. Mujib-ur-Rehman told 
the people of East Pakistan that without provincial autonomy, 
the progress of East Pakistan is impossible. At‘last after the 
election of 1970, when Yahya Khan did not transfer the power 
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tgs Mujib-ur-Rehman, he substituted the demand of ‘provincial 


: autonomy for freedom. 
° Military Action

. Role of India and Super Powers 


Taking advantage of the internal political situation of 
Pakistan the then superior powers (Soviet Union and America) 
used to interfere in East Pakistan through different means.

These proposals included Indian liberation after the 
termination war. He said that after thé war a constituent 
assembly will be formed. In this assembly autonomous 
states will also be given representation. Constitution 
made by the assembly will be acceptable to the British 
govt. An agreement will be made betweén the constituent 
assembly and the British crown for the settlement of 
issues. The provinces will be given a right to opt out of, 
the union and establish independent government of their 
own. During the war, total responsibility. of defense will.

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a3: Why the Congress and Muslim league rejected the Cripps 
mission proposals? 


Ans: The Cripps proposals were rejected by both Congress and 
the Muslims league.

The Potohar plateau is situated in the North of létaniabiad 
between river Indus and river Jehlum. Its height-is 300 to 600 
‘meters. River Swan is-the important river of this plateau. 
Potohar plateau is rich in Minerals. The most important are 
Salt, Gypsum, Lime Stone, Coal and Mineral Oil. 


In the south of Potohar Plateau, the Salt Range lies in the 
Districts of Jehlum, Chakwal, Kalabagh and Mianwali. The 
famous salt mine “Khewra” is situated here. The average height 
of salt range is 750, to 900, meters. The most important peak is __ 
Sakesar with 1527 meters high. ; 


ii) Baluchistan plateau 


The Baluchistan Plateau is situated in the South West of 
Pakistan. Its average altitude is 600 to 3000 meters. It is a vast 
area of 34190 square kilometers. Chaghi range lies to the North 
of this Plateau. Some ranges of low altitude are also here, which 
include Siahan range and Central Makran range. The famous 
salt water lake “Hamun Mashkhel” is also situated here. © 


(b) ‘Plains 


The Indus Plain spread over a vast: area’is one of the 
important and fertile plains. of the world. The Plain of Indus 
River is made by the fertile soil brought by the Indus River and 
its tributaries. The Indus Plain is divided into two parts. 


i) The Upper Indus Plain: 


“The Upper Indus Plain consists of Province of Punjab. 
The river Indus and its tributaries i.e. the River Jehlum, 
Chanab, Ravi and Setluj flow in it. The Upper Indus Plain: 
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spread over from Shiwalak Hills in the north and Salt range in 
the south to Mithankot, It slopes down from-North West to. 
South. The plain is 400 to 1200 feet high from the Sea level. 
River Indus and its tributaries devided this Plain into Doaabes:: 


ii} The Lower Indus Plain: 


This leveled Plain of Sindh province starts from 
Mithankot to the Arabian Sea in the south. The height of the 
plain decreases from 400 feet in the north to only 20 feet in the 
south. The river flows very slowly in the plain due to its gentle 
slope. From Thatha to the Coast of Arabian Sea, it starts making - 
delta and ends up in the Sea. Here the river Indus is divided 
into many branches making oo It includes the area of Run 
Kutch. © 


c) Deserts 


In Pakistan some areas are deserts, Though’ these are 
parts of plains but deu to their unique features, these differ 
from plains. Surface of these area are covered with sand dunes. 
Winds play a vital role in. making features of these areas. The 
extremely low rain fall is the special sign of the desert areas. 
Underground water level is very deep. Most of the people are 
Nomads. If the irrigation facilities are provided, then these 
barren areas can be utilized for cultivation. The famous deserts 
of Pakistan are as follows:

. Quaid e Azam in his address on 13" June 1948 advised the 


people to avoid the provincial and racial prejudice. He 
instructed the civil servants to perform duties as servant 
of the people, adopt such attitude that the people may 
feel that you are not the rulers but servant of the nation. 
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. To make strong the status of P e Azam 

together with Liaqat Ali Khan determined some guiding 
"principles which: aimed the establishment of a society 
based on equality and social justice. 


5. Quaid e Azam played a vital role in inclination of young 
generation towards education. He tried to give feelings to 
the youth that the young generation is the future of.a 
nation Fate of nations are decided due to them. He 
insisted upon the young-people to give attention only and 
only to, education and to avoid the agitation politics for 
the prosperity and existence of the country. 


Q3: What decision was taken for the accession of the state. at 
the time of partition of India? 


Ans: Before partition there were 560 princely states in British 
: India but according to the June 1947 plan besides other 
things, these states were given an option to live 
independent or to accede with either one of the two 

states Pakistan or India.

Ans: The Security Council, passed two resolutions on 12" 

' August 1948.and on 5" January 1949, which were

Khan as a president of Pakistan. :

Ayub Khan also convened Round 
Table Conference for dialogue with political parties but 
this try was unsuccessful and at last Ayub Khan had to 
leave the office. He entrusted authority to the Army 
Chief General Muhammad Yahya Khan.

What was the result of general elections of 1970? . 
General elections of 1970: - 


Elections of 1970 are one of the memorable works of the 
General Yahya Khan. General elections were held in 
December 1970. Polling for the National Assembly was 
held on 7 December and for Provincial Assembly on 17 
December. For the first time 63 small and major parties 
in the country took part in elections on the basis of Adult - 
Franchise. Among the major parties were Pakistan 
People’s Party, Awami League, Muslim League, National 
Party, Jumat-e-Islami and Jamiat-e-Ulama Islam. They 
gave their program and manifesto before the people, but 
as per result of election, is East Pakistan Awami league 
won 167 seats out of 169 seats and in West Pakistan 
People’s Party won 87 seats out of 158. Pakistan People’s 
Party failed to take any seat in East Pakistan and Awami 
League did not take any seat in West Pakistan. In West 
Pakistan, Pakistan People’s Party got success in Punjab © 
and Sindh, while in K.P.K and Baluchistan, National 


- Awami Party and-Jamiat-e-Ulama Islam were succeeded. 
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
